Since 
then  she  has  spent  many  years  living 
with  various  South  Seas  peoples  and 
learning  seven  primitive  languages. 

In  1953,  she  returned  to  the  Admiralty 
Islands  to  restudy  a  primitive  com- 
munity she  had  described  25  years  earlier 
in  Growing  Up  in  New  Guinea.  She 
found  the  village  still  intact,  but  the
